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prospective gains. Tis crops do not turn out as well as he anticipated, 
or prices are lower. Where he had expected to receive one thousand 
dollars for his crops, and has been running up accounts with reference 
to that amount, he oftener realizes but seven or eight hundred. [lere is 
a deficiency of two or three hundred dollars which must lic over a year. 
The retailer is deficient by a number of such amounts in his payments to 
the jobber, and soit rans through the whole system of credits. Again, the 
next year the deficiency is in danger of being increased rather than dimin- 
ished. It is easy to show that extravagance comes mainly from the facility 
afforded to the consumer to enjoy the fruit of labor yet to be performed, 
Credit given to the manufacturer, or commission-louse, or jobber, or re- 
tailer, does not cause extravagance, except so far as it enables and 
tempts the retailer to give credit to the consumer, and therefore place a 
dangerous temptation before him. 

As a matter of mere convenience, it may be necessary for the re- 
tailer to give short credit, especially where the sales are made in many 
small amounts. The objection is to the consumers being tempted to 
rely upon future gains to pay for present luxuries. One means of efiect- 
ing this reform may be to reduce the retailer’s credits, compelling him 
to sell for cash. Another would be for jobbers to refuse to sell on 
credit to any retailers who themselves give credit. Still another way, 
and the best of all, so far as it goes, would be to begin at home, each in- 
dividual resolving, and adhering to his resolution, to buy what he wants 
for consumption for cash only. 

Another gross error in our present system of finance, and one which 
has helped not a little to bring about the present state of things, is to be 
found in usury laws. How a democratic people, who have declared 
themselves in favor of free trade, can tolerate such a piece of tyranny, 
such arelic of barbarism, as is any such Jaw, I cannot conceive. The 
idea of government fixing the price at which aman may lend money, 
is about as enlightened and reasonable as would be that of its fixing 
what he shall rent his house or farm for, or sell his wheat for, or have 
for dinner. The effect of suck laws is to encourage all sorts of wild 
speculation, rather than a safe, legitimate use of capital. Like water, 
money will, if unconfined, seek its level, and if left untrammelled by 
usury laws, we should never hear of such absurd prices as two, three, or 
four per cent. a month. Capitalists will not keep their fands in hand to 
meet the wants of borrowers, when at certain times they may be com- 
pelled to take but 8 or 4 per cent. per annum, and are prohibited by 
law from getting at any time more than seven. Abolish usury laws, 
and the amount of floating capital will be greatly increased. Men build 
stores, houses, rail-roads, in the hope of making greater profits than the 
law allows them in simply lending money. Those who take the risk of 
breaking that law, are sure to be well paid for it. Hence not only the 
high rates obtained for capital, but also its scarcity in times’ like the 
present. 

But I cannot ask space to follow out this idea, and attempt to show, 
what seems clear to me, how very largely our stupid, tyrannical usury 
laws have tended to render such a revulsion as that we are now experi- 
encing possible. : 

I wish to say a few words of encouragement. The present very 
hard times will not last long. The recuperation must be very rapid. In 
almost every respect the country is better off now than in 1837. We have 
abundance to eat, and abundant means for transporting it from place 
to place; there is plenty of specie in the country, and our banking sys- 
tems are vastly better than then. There has been nothing like the 
extravagance and inflated state of things which existed previous to 1837. 
We must and shall recover rapidly, and then, without doubt, will come 
a period of prosperity such as we have not for a long time enjoyed. 

Do not, then, too readily give up the ship. Meet your payments at 
some rate or other. Those who go through these disasters will reap 
their reward when they are over. Do not ask indulgence unless posi- 
tively necessary, and strain every nerve, even then, to make payments 
at the first possible moment. Creditors will readily grant indulgence in 
these times, but when they are over, those who have not asked it will 
reap their reward in confirmed credit. On the other hand, it is gener- 
ally better to ask time, and even long time, than to make an assignment. 
Some booksellers will find that by taking the latter course too hastily, 
they have sacrificed themselves, and their creditors also, unnecessarily.

From “Guide to the Oracles,” 





The Christian always adverts with pleasure to the judgment which 
has been passed, in this respect, upon the book which he most loves, by 
men no less justly clebrated for their splendid talents and profound eru- 
dition, than for their elevated virtues. “ There are no songs comparable 
to the songs of Zion—no orations equal to those of the prophets. There

is no book like it for excellent wisdom, learning, and use. It is a mateh- 
less volume, and it is impossible we can study it too mach, or esteem it 
too highly. It contains more sublimity and beauty than could be eol- 
lected, within the same compass, from all other books that were ever 
composed in any age-or idiom,” 

Such are the opinions, as expressed by themselves, of Milton, the 
immortal poet; Sir Matthew Hale, the Chief Justice of the King’s 
Bench; the Hon. Robert Boyle, who, as a philosopher, is ranked with 
Bacon and Newton; and Sir William Jones, the distinguished philolo- 
gist and jurist. Tributes of admiration have also been paid to it by men 
of distinction in the world of mind, whose sentiments cannot be sus- 
pected to have been moulded or colored by religious experience. Rous- 
sean was the representative of not a few of this character, with intellects 
as bright, but bearts as hard as a mountain of ice, when the following 
eulogium (in an honest hour) flowed from his pen: “ The majesty of the 
Scriptures strikes me with astonishment, Look at the volumes of all 
the philosophers, with all their pomp, how contemptible do they appear 
in comparison with this! Is it possible that a book at once so simple 
and sublime can be the work of man?” No respectable critic, indeed, 
from the days of Longinus to our own, has been willing to blast. his 
reputation by the denial that it towers far above all other productions 
in the high and attractive attributes of thought and style. Even the 
most enthusiastic admirers of the heathen classics have conceded their 
inferiority to it in the sublime and beautiful, in the descriptive and 
pathetic in dignity and simplicity of narrative, in power and com- 
prehensiveness, in depth and variety of thought, and in purity and ele- 
vation of sentiment. 

Nor are these concessions gratuitous, or only mainly complimentary, 
but such as truth and justice demand. None ot the boasted monuments 
of human wisdom can be compared with this, which has been reared by 
the “ Father of lights.” Look at its history. Where can any other be 
found of so great antiquity, and in which events so remarkable, either 
for their greatness or variety, are recorded with equal plainness, faithful- 
ness, and majesty—such as the creation, the introduction of evil, moral 
and physical, the origin of the different languages, the beginning of the 
most ancient nations, and the deluge, with which the present mineral- 
ogical and geological structures of our earth are connected? Look at its 
specimens of oratory. Where can our eyes fall upon a finer piece of 
pleading than is furnished in the speech of Judah to Joseph when he and 
his brethren had been brought back to Egypt, by the stratagem of put- 
ting a silver cup in Benjamin’s sack? Or 2 greater display of genuine 
eloquence than we have in the defence of Gamaliel’s disciple, as he stood 
at the tribunal of Agrippa, a prisoner in chains, but a fearless freeman 
of the Lord? 

Look at its laconic maxims, and rules for direction in private, social, 
domestic, and public life. What collection of these, not excepting the 
golden verses of Pythagoras themselves, equals the Proverbs of Solomon, 
which Gibbon admitted, displayed a larger compass of thought and ex- 
perience than he supposed to belong either to a Jew or a king? Look 
at its parables. What could be superior, of this kind, to Jothain’s of the 
trees, Nathan’s of the ewe-lamb, and those which Jesus spake—the 
picture of the good Samaritan, and the description of the unhappy Prodi- 
gal-—_those perfect gems, with their beautiful proportions and admirable 
delicacy of truth and coloring—masterpieces, which need no illustration, 
and which additions would only encuinber? Does a simple story in- 
terest us? What could be more beautiful than that one, bearing the 
name of the youthful Moabitess, in which the widowed distress of 
Naomi, her affectionate concern for her daughters, the reluctant depar- 
ture of Orpah, the dutiful attachment of Ruth, and the sorrowful return 
to Bethlehem, are so touchingly delineated ? 

As to the incidents of travel, what reader of taste and feeling, who 
has followed the much enduring hero of the Odyssey, with growing de- 
light and increasing sympathy, though in a work of fiction, through all 
his wanderings, can peruse with inferior interest the genuine voyages of 
the Apostle of the Gentiles over nearly the same seas? In regard to the 
sublime, both in sentiment and style, what could exceed those single 
strokes of the sacred writers, by which the mightiest events are painted, 
such as—“ Let there be light, and there was light;” ‘Come down, 0 
Babylon, and sit in the dust,”—or those representations by which the 
perfections and operations of the Deity are brought to view—* Great is 
Jehovah, and of great power, his greatness is unsearchable, his under- 
standing is infinite, marvellous things doth he, which we cannot com- 
prehend?” And as for poetry,'where are tragic strains so mournful and 
tender as the lamentations of Jeremiah, or of David over Saul and Jona- 
than? What could exceed the music of the song of Amoz sweeping the 
chords to the glory of the Holy City? And what, amidst all the effu- 
sions of Homer himself, can be compared with Ezekiel’s prediction of the 
destruction of Egypt, or the Psalmist’s representation of God’s ubiquity 
—‘ Whither shall I go from thy Spirit? or, whither shall I flee from 

If I ascend up into heaven, thou art there! If I make

thy presence? 
my bed in hell, behold thou art there! 
ing and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea, even there shall thy hand 





lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me.” 
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this popular species of composition, but it has also rendered important 
aid in the production of those of human origin, which have been most 
universally admired. Shakspeare, Byron, and Southey, are not a little 
indebted to it for some of their best scenes and inspirations. And had 
it not been for the sacred associations which it has thrown around Zion 
and Olivet, Siloam, and Calvary, Tasso’s Jerusalem Delivered would not | 
have appeared. Neither, without its influence, would Paradise Lost 
have seen the light, or the Night Thoughts, the Task, and the Seasons, 
have been, what Montgomery has declared they are, the only universally 
and permanently popular long poems in the English language ; for the first 
three of these, as will be recollected, are decidedly religious in their 
character, and the last owes its principal charm to the pure and elevated 
spirit of devotion which it occasionally breathes. 

It was at this sacred fountain, mainly, that the authors of these cele- 
brated productions had their fancy enriched with its brilliant treasures. 
Here Milton received the light which has rendered him superior in ma- 
jesty of thought, and splendor of expression, to earth’s brightest Imni- 
naries; here Young lit up the fires of his immortal muse; here Cowper 





learned to anticipate the millennial blessedness; here Thomson de- 
rived much of his excellence, especially in the preparation of his | 
supremely admirable hymn ; and here, it may be added, Pope was 
taught to write of the * Messiah,” in a manner which eclipses all his 
original productions, “in combined elevation of thought, affluence of 
imagery, beauty of diction, and fervency of spirit.” 

Well has it been said, that all the lovers of truth and beauty, of 
ancient song and ancient lore, would admire the Bible, and publish its 
praises trumpet-tongued to earth’s end, were it not for the religious doe- 
trines and the moral duties which it inculeates. It is a matchless 
volume, not only for its literary excellence, but also for its sublime doe- 
trines and holy precepts. It is man’s guide to immortality. It is the 
light which has been radiated from the heavenly hills, to make us 
acquainted with our Maker and ourselves, to direct us in the way of 
duty, and to point us to a glorious destiny.

A purchase has recently been made which is interesting to Germans, and 
all lovers ot German literature. In the neighborhood of Diisseldorf stood the 
house and garden formerly inhabited by Jacobi—here many of the great lit- 
erary men of the last age were in the habit of assembling, to diseuss subjects 
of mutual interest, or enjoy in their leisure hours the society of the compan- 
ions of their labors. Goethe, Tieck, and many others, resorted to this quiet 
retreat, which may therefore be regarded as classic ground. This house and 
garden have been purchased through the intervention of Herr Andreas Achen- 
bach and Herr V. Siebel, for the Art Society, entitled Malkasten; and it is 
intended that the meetings of the Society shall in future be held in the rooms 
rendered sacred by so many associations, Here their library and collection 
of works of art will be preserved, and thus a suitable monument established 
of the times of Germany’s most brilliant literary epoch. 


A catalogue of old German books on mythology, archeology, history of 
coins and medals, with many valuable old works, illustrated with engravings 
on wood and copper, has just been published at Bonn, by Herr Sempertz, a 
Cologne bookseller. The demand now made in America for old German 
books on all subjects has caused the price of them to rise immensely. This 
demand, which at first only affected the northern parts of Germany, begins 
now to raise the value of such works in the Rhine towns, where there has 
hitherio been but little sale for such publications, 


The following somewhat singular announcement appears in the Paris 
papers :—“ Now on sale, the History of the Reign of William 1II., by Macau- 
lay, being a continuation of the History of the Revolution of 1688, translated 
from the English by Amédée Pichot, 3 vols., price, ete.” it seems to us that 
the translator of such an author as Macaulay has no right to give his greatest 
work a different title to that which he himself has adopted. 


The “ Collége de France,” of Paris, one of the most renowned literary and 
scientific institutions of Europe, has hitherto enjoyed a certain independence 
—nominating its own professors and assistant-professors, regulating its own 
courses of lectures, administering its own pecuniary and other affairs, ete. 
But the French Emperor has just decreed that henceforth its independence 
shall cease, and that it shall be placed in subjection to the government. Aec- 
cordingly, it is the government, instead of the professors themselves, who will 
henceforth nominate the assistant-professors, and who will regulate all the 
business of the college. The measure has naturally afforded anything but 
satisfaction to the distinguished men who belong to the Collége de France, 
and the public is loud in condemning it.

Fanny’s leaves are always fresh, lively and piquant, and they have the aroma of nature 
about them. There are a good many professed critics who say that Fanny is rude, vulgar 
and flippant. But this class of critics think that anything is coarse and vulgar, and flip- 
pant, that is not common-place and dull, and stupid Shakespeare, and Byron, and Sterne, 
and Addison, and Fielding, are dreadfully coarse, and they are dreadfully popular. A 
French critic has compared Shakspeare to a dung-hill, but what of it? Critics will have 
their say, and they have a right to say what they think; and the public has a right to 
think too; and it always exercises this right without any more regard to the opinion of 
critics than the weather shows for the vane on a church steeple. The public have given 
unquestionable evidences of liking Fanny Fern’s sketches, and the public never approves 
of what is coarse and vulgar. Fanny’s style has tle vivacity, terseness, and epigrammati- 
cal liveliness of the French school, while her fancy is so full of genial tenderness, and as 
teeming with simple dramatic scenes and feeling as the most hearty and idiomatic of Eng- 
lish writers.
